Police Note 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 


committee of 28 leading San 
Francisco citizens has recom- 
mended that police bear down 
on violent crime and ignore 
"discreet acts of prostitution, 
pornography, 
homosexuality 


and gambling." 


Police Chief Alfred Nelder 


said he was "flabbergasted" by 
the report Thursday. He said it 
represents a "defeatist 
atti- 


tude." 


The committee said it does 


not "condone or approve any of 
these activities. But we have to 
stop cluttering up our criminal 
justice system with unenfor- 
ceable laws." 


"Instead of being concerned 


with morality, we should try to 
turn all our resources toward 
far more serious crime, in- 
cluding the safety of citizens on 
the streets," the report said. 


The committee was appointed 


in 1968 by Mayor Joseph Alioto 
and the board of supervisors, to 
whom it reports. It is headed 
by lawyers Moses Lasky and 
William H. Orrick Jr., and in- 
cludes a cross-section of profes- 
sions and minority groups. The 
work is funded by grants from 
the U.S. Justice Department 
and the Ford Foundation. 


The report said the scope of 


prostitution in San Francisco is 
"fantastic," and flagrant street 
walkers would be put out of 
business if "discreet, off-the- 
street prostitution should cease 
to be criminal."

committee said dirty movies 
and stage shows should be per- 
mitted "in an off-the-street reti- 
cent surrounding,".available to 
adults who seek them out.

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Hoffa's Pick 
as Successor

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fac- 


ing the possibility of several 
more years in prison, James R. 
Hoffa is retiring after 14 years 
as president of the Teamsters 
union, turning over leadership 
of the world's largest labor un- 
ion to Frank E. Fitzsimmons.

make it," Bill 
Alves 
said 


Thursday as he recovered in a 
Madera hospital. 


"It was very 
unfortunate 


what happened," Alves said of 
the snowstorm that trapped the 
five-man party of Sierra Club 
climbers from the San Fran- 
cisco Bay area on 13,157-foot 
Mt. Ritter Sunday. 


A search party found the bod- 


ies of Alves' four companions 
Thursday at the 11,500-foot lev- 
el of Mt. Ritter, 100 miles 
northeast of Madera in the 
Sierra Nevada. 


Two bodies were brought out 


by helicopter, but threatening 
weather prevented recovery of 
the other two. 


The dead were Glen Welsh, 


32, 
Redwood 
City; 
Gordon 


Howe, 
30, Palo 
Alto; Bob 


Smith, 25, Santa Clara, and 
Richard Shroeder, 25, San Jose. 


A 27-year-old physicist from 


San Jose, Alves said the weath- 
er was reasonably warm as the 
group trekked toward the top of 
Mt. Ritter, but a thunderstorm 
moved in suddenly as they 
closed within 200 feet of the 
summit. 


"Wind picked up to 60 or 70 


miles an hour and it started 
snow," 
Alves 
said. 
"We 


couldn't see and we started 
down without knowing the right 
course." 


The bitter cold, he said, froze 


the eyes of one man and he had 
to be led. 


After spending the night in a 


snow cave, he said, he awoke 
to find Welsh and Howe dead, 
and he said he couldn't find the 
other two men, apparently be- 
cause they had been covered by 
snow. 


"The weather looked good, so 


I decided to get out of there. I 
stood up and promptly col- 
lapsed," Alves said. 


He said he crawled to a 


warm rock where he slept half 
the day, then began hiking 
down the mountain.

The camping industry also 


has a statistical family snap- 
shot of these 10.5 million 
families, we're told by Larry 
M. Jones, president of the 
Coleman Company, which is 
responsible 
for 
outfitting 


large numbers of this horde 
with their camping equip- 
ment. 


Mother and dad are be- 


tween 25 and 35. He's a high- 
ly skilled blue- or white-col- 
lar type; the family income 
is $10,000 to $15,000. They 
have two children, and may- 
be a dog. This description is 
said to fit more than 80 per 
cent of the nation's campers. 
Throw in the 20 per cent of 
odds and ends, and it adds 
up to a lot of campers— 
nearly 50 million, according 
to the industry—and there 
may not be room for any- 
body else, anywhere, this 
summer. 


The main reason for the 


burgeoning p o p u l a r i t y of 
camping 
v a c a t i o n s , of 


course, is that this is pos- 
sibly the most economical 
way there is of leaving home 
for a couple of weeks, out- 
side of moving in with rela- 
tives. 


Camping authorities point 


out that expenses can be tru- 
ly minimal for those who are 
able to live off the land in 
some measure—that is, per- 
sons adept at hunting, fish- 
ing or stealing chickens. The 
principal e x p e n s e s , once 
you've acquired your equip- 
ment, are gas and oil and the 
fees paid for the 
use of 


campsites. 


At thousands of privately 


owned 
campgrounds, fees

sands of state and federal 
parks and recreation areas 
available t.o campers.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Atty.. 


Gen. 
Ray 
Thornton 
said 


Wednesday that the $5,000 sup- 
plement to the 1969-70 salary of 
Y. W. Whelchel, state coordina- 
tor of public safety, was appar- 
ently legal. 


Thornton said "it appears" 


the supplement "was paid sole- 
ly from federal funds adminis- 
tered by the National Highway 
Safety Administration, pursuant 
to specific provisions that a por- 
tion of the funds be used for 
that purpose." 


The opinion went to Rep. 


John E. Miller of Melbourne. 


The salary of the coordinator 


of public safety was set at $10,- 
000 by a provision in the office's 
appropriation act for 1969-71. 
The provision also said that the 
"maximum annual salary of 
the executive head of this agen- 
cy shall not exceed the authori- 
zation as provided in this act." 


Whelchel's salary became an 


issue when the Legislative Joint 
Budget Committee discovered 
that Whelchel was being paid 
$15,000. 


Clean Up Jail 
or Close It, 
Pulaski Told 


L'TTLE ROCK (AP) — Fed- 


eral District Judge G. Thomas 
Eisele said Wednesday that he 
would have no choice but to 
close the Pulaski County Jail at 
Little Rock if it were not 
brought up to minimum consti- 
tutional standards by Sept. 1. 


Eisele's statement was in an 


opinion issued ain a suit filed 
by several county jail inmates. 
The suit charged that confine- 
ment m the jail constituted cruel 
and unusual punishment. 


Eisele did nut specify what 


steps must be taken to bring the 
operation of the jail into com- 
pliance. He ordered attorneys 
for the plaintiffs to submit sug- 
gested standards by Monday for 
his consideration.

Dr. Lamb—Please 


help me. I am 60 years old 
and have had asthma for 
three years. My worst at- 
tacks occur during the sum- 
mer months (July to Octo- 
ber). I usually end up in the 
emergency room at the hos- 
pital. I am 
taking pills. 


Every so often I take corti- 
sone. It works like magic but 
I already have a cataract. 
Is there anything new for 
asthma? 


Dear Reader—There are 


two general causes for asth- 
ma—allergies and infection. 
Since you are having attacks 
in the summer and fall I 
would suspect you have an 
allergic type of asthma sim- 
ilar to the hay fever prob- 
lem. For this type of asthma 
the attacks can be reduced 
or in some cases eliminated 
by eliminating contact with 
the allergic agent and taking 
allergy shots. House dust 
can be minimized, household 
pets and feather pillows may 
have to be removed. An al- 
lergist can skin test a person 
and identify substances that 
the patient is allergic to. 
Then a series of shots of the 
substance in diluted form 
are given to gradually re- 
move the allergic response. 
Such a program does won- 
ders 
for 
many 
suffering 


from asthma. 


If you should have the in- 


fectious type of asthma, you 
need to avoid respiratory in-

In plain 
English, what happened to 
him? What does pulmonary 
edema mean? 


Dear Reader—Edema re- 


fers to the accumulation of 
fluid. Acute means sudden 
and pulmonary refers to the 
lungs. Your husband had a 
sudden accumulation of fluid 
in his lungs, enough to inter- 
fere 
with 
his 
ability to 


breathe. There are several 
causes for this but the most 
common is underlying heart 
disease. Sudden heart failure 
can bring this about. Some 
people with high blood pres- 
sure have attacks of this 
after they go to bed at night. 
The heart is unable to pump 
enough blood and blood ac- 
cumulates in the lungs that 
should be returned to the 
heart. The increased pres- 
sure in the blood vessels in 
the lungs results in fluid in 
the bloodstream pouring out 
into the tissues. In this prob- 
lem the fluid accumulates in 
the air sacs of the lung— 
sometimes causing an at- 
tack much like an acute at- 
tack of asthma.

Chester G. Starr, professor of 


history 
at 
the 
University of 


Michigan, has written one of the 
most succinct, yet wide-ranging 
and beautifully illustrated, histo- 
ries of our Greek heritage to 
appear in a long time. 


"The Ancient Greeks," in only 


227 pages including a glossary, 
manages to cover the main out- 
line of Greek geography, art, 
history, even philosophy, from 
prehistory to the conquest of the 
other states in the peninsula by 
v|hf&inuch-less civilized Macedo- 


nians led by Philip II and his 
overwhelming son, Alexander 
the Great. 


At the end, Starr even includes 


some excerpts from a few of the 
more revealing classics of Greek 
prose — the historians Thucy- 
dides, Xenophon and Plutarch, 
and the philosopher Plato 
- 


plus three final lines from the 
poet Pindar stressing the radi- 
ance and variety of the classic 
concept of life. 


The little book is unquestion- 


ably an outline, yet an exception- 
ally clear one. Naturally, this 
does not leave any space for the 
development of original thinking 
or even interpretation. But here 
that is not Starr's objective. His 
purpose is to make available to 
the nonspecialist the generally 
agreed facts about the little cor- 
ner of the world where Western 
civilization as we treasure it got 
its start. 


Toward the end is the de- 


pressing story of the Peloponne- 
sian War in the 
fifth century 


B.C. 
in which the more or less 


democratic states of Greece 
more in the case of Athens and 
less in that of Sparta 
so 


effectively weakened each other 
that they made the Macedonian 
conquest much easier. When the 
Macedonian grip finally weaken- 
ed, the conquest by Rome was 
natural. All this should interest 
the present-day West, where, 
ever since World War I, the 
most advanced states h:;ve been 
periodically knocking each other 
about. 


The pictures, both black and 


white and in full color, are well 
chosen and of a quality one 
normally would expect in a much 
larger art book.

Force 8, which retreated from 
Snuol last Monday, suffered 300 
killed, wounded or missing, but 
some of its 74 missing have be- 
gun straggling back across the 
border. The force is no longer 
effective for combat, and it will 
take about a month to rebuild 
it, one general said. 


Two other task forces num- 


bering about 3,000 men have 
been diverted from another op- 
eration in Cambodia 60 miles 
away to protect the border 
south of Snuol and 80 miles 
north of Saigon. 


One South Vietnamese gener- 


al said he would not promise to 
destroy the three enemy divi- 
sions in that part of eastern 
Cambodia or their bases, but 
he would "reduce their poten- 
tial and try to do the best to 
cut off their infiltration into 
South Vietnam." 


Field commanders said the 


withdrawal in the past year of 
two U.S. divisions from the 3rd 
Military region, the 11 prov- 
inces around Saigon, had forced 
the South Vietnamese troops to 
provide their own highway se- 
curity on the Vietnamese side 
of the border for their supply 
lines into Cambodia.

his pornographic software will 
fit machines made abroad. 


He demonstrated to fair-goers 


what it will be like to watch 
Danish porno on the home ca- 
sette tube. 
But the producer 


may run into trouble if he tries 
to mail his product out of the 
country. After numerous com- 
plaints from West Germany, 
Italy, France, Britain and the 
United States, the Danish Jus- 
tice Ministry has taken a mail- 
order exporter of other por- 
nographic materials to court in 
a test case.

France's Maurice Schumann 


appeared to be the only holdout 
at the semiannual meeting of 
the foreign ministers of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation, ending today. But even 
if Schumann balked, it seemed 
likely that a way would be 
found to line up the other 13 al- 
lies behind the United States. 


Rogers wants a period of ex- 


ploration to see what Leonid 
Brezhnev, the Soviet Commu- 
nist party leader, is ready to 
do. He hopes to find out by dip- 
lomatic probing what forces 
and weapons Brezhnev will put 
on the line and how the talks 
could be organized. 


Meanwhile the Atlantic allies 


would be working out what they 
are willing to offer. They would 
meet again in the early fall to 
lay down a bargaining position 
and decide who should repre- 
sent the alliance. Then, if the 
Soviets were willing, the nego- 
tiations could start. 


France, however, objects to 


this procedure. 
Schumann 


would rather see a general con- 
ference on European security, 
with no blocs involved and each 
country speaking for itself. 


But such a general confer- 


ence is a considerable way off. 
Schumann has agreed 
that 


planning for it cannot start un- 
til the Soviets agree on the fu- 
ture of Berlin. That agreement 
is expected to take at least un- 
til December, and meanwhile, 
many of the allies are eager to 
move ahead into talks on troops 
cuts, so eager that 
Rogers 


warned them Thursday against 
becoming "frenetic." 


The fo»-oi3n ministers in their 


final communique today were 
expected to point out that they 
took the initiative three years 
ago of offering the Soviets talks 
on troop cuts, and that Brezh- 
nev's offer May 14 to negotiate 
was a belated reply. 


T*he 'ministers" were also 


agreed that settlement of the 
Berlin problem must precede 
the general security conference 
the Russians want.
